BIG POPULATION 


The School Census Would 


Indicate a Very Large 


Increase. 


ABOUT TWENTY-THREE THOUSAND 


An Increase in Two Years that Exceeds 


the Previous Five-Year Period. 


Reliance to be Placed in the 


Figures. Officials Ac- 


cept Them. 


The taking of the school census by Mr. 


Whipple is now practically complete and 
gives North Adnams 3930 school children. 
The census last year numbered only 3558. 


There are no very interesting deductions 


l,o be made from the census outside of the 
one concerning the population of the 
city. The rule of multiplying the number 
of school children by six to find the pop- 
ulation of a place when used in the case 
of this city gives a population of over 
23,000, a Spare to take considerable pride 
in and to make ambitious Pittefleld en- 
vious. 


It is the strong opinion of the pohool of- 


ficials and aomeof the city officials.inolud- 
ing Mayor Houghton, that this figure is 
very near correct. A few days ago Su- 
perintendent Hull went over the past cen- 
sus of both schools and city, and found 
that the rule of multiplying by siz gave 
the population very close. As the school 
census has been very carefully obtained 
this year considerable reliance can be put 
on the population figures deduced. The 
school census is supported by the school 
attendance and the attendance also 
proves that the population rnutt be about 
23,000. 


The state census of 1S95 gave the city a 


population of 19,135. 
Siz times the num- 


ber of school children returned in that 
year gave a number a little lower than the 
state's figures. When state and school cen- 
sus are carefully taken this rule usually 
gives the population a little less than it ac- 
tually is, so, accepting the faith of the 
officials the city has made a gain of 4000 
since 1895 or about 2000 a year. Its gains as 
shown by the state census form 1890 to 
1895 was only 3061, a much smaller gain in 
five years than it is believed to have been 
made iu the past two. 


There is no question that the city has 


made rapid progress in numbers in the 
past two years. The increase in the num- 
ber of children, of course indicating a cor- 
responding increase in population, in the 
Veazie street, Church street «nd Beaver 
districts is very striking. 
There are 1500 


children in the section cut off to the north 
^y Eagle street and the Hoosac river.

STUDENT AID AT WILLIAMS, 


Musi the Berkshire College Discon- 


tinue the Policy? 


The annual report of President Frank- 


lin Carter of Williams college calls atten- 
tion to one of the most discouraging 
features in the administration of the 
smaller endowed educational institutions; 
namely, the increasing demand upon the 
college funds for assistance by students 
who are unable to bear the entire ex- 
pense of their education, and the con- 
tinual decrease la the volume of funds 
available for suou purposes due to the 
constantly declining rate of interest. 
Both conditions are the result of the 
natural course of business and social life 
in this country by which, through in- 
crease of population, competition, inven- 
tion 
and 
other 
compacting forces, 


incomes of all kinds must steadily de- 
crease, while the demand for education 
and all equipment necessary to meet the 
increasingly onerous task of making a 
livelihood or getting on in the world 
must increase. This feature of college 
administration is not made less discourag- 
ing by the fact stated by President Carter 
that the sided students have turned out 
to be, as a rule, the most successful, both 
in college and after life. 


Williams has had a unique experience 


in this particular matter. The m thod of 
helping impecunious but deservi <? stu- 
dents by the remittance of term bills, in 
whole or in part, was begun by the late 
President Chadbourne at the beginning of 
his admlnistcatlon, when the number of 
students was small and the funds in the 
college treasury so limited that a large 
annual deficit existed. The policy accom- 
plished what the president aimed at, and 
although he reouived in 1872 from h'is 
predecessor only 73 students, Dr. Chad- 
bourne, after nine years of administration, 
turned over to his successor, in three 
classes alone, 159 students, more than 
twice as many as he received. Dr. Carter 
continued the policy, and the student list 
has steadily increased, until today, after 
7 
ears of ils trial, the entering classes 


number about 100, more than the entire 
membership of the college at Dr. Chad- 
bourne's aocesi ion, and progress in that 
direction must now cease, unless funds 
are forthcoming to provide for the nec- 
essary increase in thu faculty. 


It became President Carter's main work 


to increase the college funds, and this, :1. 
familiar with Williams affairs know has 
been thoroughly well done; but the labor 
has been increased by depressed times, 
and as principal has increased interest has 
diminished, until this year, with $15,000 of 
term bills remitted to poor students, he 
faces a deficit of |6000 and is obliged to- 
with hold earned increase in salaries to in- 
valuable young men on the instruction 
staff, face possible loss of some who are 
sure sooner or later to be called to more 
wealthy institutions, and possibly to refuse 
aid to some deserving; would-be colleg- 
ians. The, experience of Williams college 
under this aid-giving policy during tho 
last quarter century, the high moral anc. 
educational quality of the instruction it 
furnishes and the standing, character and 
worth of Williams graduates in tne com- 
munity lead to the hope that some means 
may be discovered by its administrators 
to continue its growth along the lines 
proyed so successful and beneficial.—Bos- 
ton Transcript.

CROPS ARE DAMAGED 


Unprecedented July Storm Sweeps Al| 


New England District. 


MANY YACHTS BLOWN ASHORE. 


Traffic Delayed by washouts 


and Landslides. 


Boston, July 15.—One of the severest 


storms ever known at this time of the 
year raged over New England during 
the past two days, causing widespread 
destruction, not only among the ship- 
ping along the coast and the numerous 
pleasure craft that at this time filled the 
harbors, but to the newly grown crops 
and trees in the interior. The Ipss in the 
six New England states, which seem to 
have borne equally the brunt of the 
storm, will foot up many thousands o{ 
dollars, and in some localities will seri- 
ously affect the summer traffic, now at 
its height. 


The storm seems to have been the cul- 


mination of the extended spell of hot 
weather, although In but few localities 
was there any electrical manifestations. 


From reports received from all over 


New England It seems that the storm 
•was most se>ere along the valley of tha 
Connecticut river, and that the storm 
center moved slowly up the river from 
New Haven to the Canadian line, being 
central over Quebec late last night. 
While to the south and east of the storm 
center the southerly and southeasterly 
winds reached the velocity of a gale. 


The remarkable feature of the storm 


was the tremendous downpour of rain. 
Such torrents of water that have fallen 
at New Haven, Hartford, Springfield and 
throughout Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire have not been experienced for many 
years. In many Instances the rainfall 
exceeded the average precipitations foi 
a quarter of a year. 


Rivers, T\hlch had 'almost subsided 


into brooks by the usual summer dry- 
ness, suddenly overflowed their banks, 
spreading out over the lowlands Into 
vast se«s and sweeping oft thousands 
upon thousands of tons of hay already 
^or the barns. Small brooks swelled 
Into mighty streams that carried away 
bridges and small structures alone their 
tanks. 


Fruit trees werp also greatly damaged, 


being weighted down not only with the 
(Trowing crop, but with the heavy mois- 
ture, and the wind in many cases broke 
off great quantities of green boughs. 


Along the main lines of railroad traffic 


pras delayed almost as much as by a 
heavy winter's snow by reason of num- 
erous washouts and landslides. 


The mosquito fleet, w hich at this time 


of the year fill every little inlet along the 
coast from New York to Kastport, have 
Buttered greatly through tugslng and 
straining at their cables, and not a few 
cf the boats went crashing into others 
as they were driven ^pon the beach. 
Half a dozen of the larger craft were 
broken up on the rocks. Only the hard- 
iest of th<5 coasting steamers ventured 
ooit, and those coming into port from the 
eastward reported a tempestuous time. 


In {act, nearly every service was more 


or less crippled, telegraph, telephone, 
railroad and steamboat lines, by this 
summer shower, which developed Into 
a storm equalling a West Indian hurri- 
cane.

Railroads have ex- 
lerlenced considerable difficulty. The 
most serious railroad washout occurred 
»t Brooksvale, on the Northampton di- 
vision of the New Tork, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad. The tracks were un- 
cierminecl in sections over a stretch of a 
mile, and traffic was crippled for 12 
hours.

side farms—and he says that in all his ex- 
perience he never saw such crops as this 
year. 
.Mr. Hopkins has been traveling 


this same territory all his life. He was 
for many years wool buyer for S. Black- 
inton & Sons, and is perhaps as well ac- 
quainted with the valley as any man 
around heie. 


in speaking of vegetables, he says he

Run Mown By a Herse, 


A serious accident happened on Park 


street Wednesday afternoon about 3 
o'clock, when Mrs. James Carter, an aged 
lady, was knocked down by a runaway 
hone and severely injured. The horse 
wu owned by B. F. Phillips of Crandall 
street who was hitching the animal to a 
buggy when it started and ran across the 
road and began cropping the grass on a 
neighbor's lawn.

picked up and placed in J. E. Casey's shoe 
store. Drs. Boom and Holmes attended 
and found, she had sustained a scalp 
wound over the right ear and was other- 
wise injured. Her condition this morn- 
ing is somewhat improved though her re- 
covery is not certain inasmuch as she is 
66 years old and had not fully recovered 
from injuries received by a runaway horse 
several months ago. Several small chil- 
dren playing on School street also had 
very narrow escapes.

The certificates issued 
were placed in the hands of Foreman 
George Bryant for distribution, but he 
was in sympathy with the men who were 
dropped and refused to give out certifi- 
cates to any unless he could give them to 
all. 
This brought about what might be 


called a deadlock, and there the matter 
rested lor a time. The foreman was 
finally notified that unless he distributed 
the certificates the company would be dis- 
banded. He still declined to act and-in 
consequence the company was disbanded 
Tuesday evening by the unanimous ac- 
tion of the board of engineers. 


The firemen who were first dropped 


out claim that Chief Engineer Crosier is 
prejudiced against them because they did 
not support him for re-election last spring 
and that he took this way to "get even 
with them." They 
complain that he

Greenwich, N. Y., July 5, and that they 
could not have entered the hose race there 
if the management of tournament had not 
waived the certificate which should have 
been furnished by him. This Chief Cros- 
ier admits. It is needless

enumerate the differences which have led 
up to tbe trouble. 


The firemen were given th«> privilege ol 


holding one meeting in the hose room to 
settle up their adairs and were • informed 
that they would then be expected to hand 
in their keys and vacate. This they did 
Wednesday evening, removing their rac- 
ing hose cart and other personal property. 


A new company will be organized at 


onoe and it is expected that a number of 
the old men will be taken In. The de- 
partment has done good service and the 
running team has been very successful in 
the contests in which it has taken part. 
A handsome new uniform was procured 
last spring and everything seemed to ba 
working well until the occurrence of 
tbese troubles, which are very generally 
regretted by the citizens of the town.

My Dear same:— 


Do you ever feel as if .you could n(K 


wait to make an explanation? I suppose 
this impatience is a form of nervous- 
ness, but the only remedy for it is pa- 
tience. I have learned that much re- 
cently, ana in this way: A patient of 
mine who has been receiving these pre- 
scriptions could not quite understand 
my rule for orange pudding, given some 
time ago. It was as follows: 


ORANGK PUDDING. 


Peel and cut live oranges into small 


pieces, remove the seeds, then sprinkle 
with sugar. Heat one pint of milk In 
double boiler to boiling: point and stir in 
quickly, but carefully, the well beaten 
yolks of three eggs and one tablespoon- 
ful of corn starch; when it thickens pour 
over the fruit. Beat the whites of the 
eggs with three tabiespoonfuls of white 
sugar, frost the pudding and ffet In the 
oven until a delicate brown. 


Now the reader wants to know if 


there Is not some mistake; if there 
should not be sugar added to the milk 
In the double boiler, and if "when it 
thickens should not the mixture cool be- 
fore the fruit is poured over it." Now 
as this mas' have been misunderstood 
by other readers, I rise to explain. In 
the first place, the fruit would not be 
poured over the custard; always pour 
a liquid over a solid. As to the sugar. 
The rule says: "Peel and cut five or- 
anges Into small pieces, removing the 
SfeJs, then sprinkle with sugar." Now 
an experienced cook would understand 
that by sprinkling with sugar is meant 
covering thoroughly, bxit not deep, and 
as the sugar and fruit stand while the 
corn starch mixture Is made in the 
double boiler, a rich, sweet syrup is 
formed with the orange juice ar>d sugar. 


Then the mixture of eg-gs, etc., is 


poured over the fruit when hot, na- 
turally absorbing the syrup, flavoring 
and sweetening the mixture at the same 
time. There is also sugar in the frost- ! 
Inc1, and when this is put in the oven and | 
h°ated ajid browned, it tends to sweeten ! 
the whole. The mixture should not be I 
cooled before pouring over the fruit, be- j 
cause then it woulrl not absorb the 
sweetness and flavor. 
| 


An orange pudding should not bo very i 


sweet, as too much sugar destroys the 
rtitural flavor of the fruit. There ie no 
objection to putting a little extra sweet- | 
ening in the custard, but if the custard 
l<= r.nurnrl over the fruit while hot I think . 
it will prove satipf actory.

What Is Being Done by the 


Williamstown Village Im- 


provement Society. 


REPORT OF ITS ANNUAL MEETING 


it Was Held in Field Park Wednesday 


Afternoon. Addresses by Dr. Bas- 


uom and Others Heard by 


an Interested Assem- 


blage. 


The second annual meeting-of the Vil- 


lage Improvement societyof WilHams- 
town was held at Field park in that vil- 
lage Wednesday afternoon at 4 o'clock. A. 
considerable space of ground under th« 
shade trees was covered with carpet and 
matting, upon which chairs were placed 
for those attending, who numbered about 
100, a. good proportion of whom were la- 
dies. It was a beautiful afternoon and the 
park waa free of every particle of dust by 
the copious rains, was as fresh and in- 
viting as a rose. It was an ideal place in 
which to hold a meeting of this kind. 


The Williamstewn cornet band bad been 


engaged for the occasion and its playing 
as it marched from Spring street up Main 
street to the park served as an additional 
notice to the village folk that an event of 
general interest was at hand. Chairs were 
provided for the band a short distance 
from where the meeting had assembled, 
and the program opened with a selection 
by the band. 


Then came the report of the secretary, 


George B. Waterman. The report gave a 
brief review of the first meeting held by 
the society 'in the summer of 1896, at 
which 109 members were present. Offi- 
cers were elected, and also committees for 
the nine districts into which the village 
waa divided. The report showed that 
considerable had been done during the 
year in the way of village improvement- 
The society caused several crosswalks to 
be laid, had agitated the street lighting 
project until the fire district had taken up 
the matter, and the lighting of the streets 
is soon to be accomplished, and a hand~ 
some granite watering tub is soon to be 
set on Main street as a result of the 
society's efforts. The report showed that 
other good work bad also been done, in- 
cluding the placing of receptacles in dif- 
ferent parts of the village for waste paper 
and other light refuse. The report was 
accepted. 


The report of the treasurer, A. E. 


Evans, showed that the receipts for the 
year were $234, and that there is now a 
balance of $43.69 in the treasury. This 
report was also accepted. 
J^The election of officers was next in 
order. 
President Bascom read a list 


which had been prepared, and which was 
practically the same as last year's list 
Tiie members had the privilege of revis- 
ing the list by adding to or taking from, 
and after a few revisions had been made 
the treasurer was authorized to cast one 
vote for the entire list, thus electing the 
following officers for one year:

Remark* by President Baacom. 


The first speaker was Dr. John Bascom, 


president of the society. He congratu- 
lated the society on being able to hold its 
second annual meeting in the open air, 
with nature so beautiful on every band. 
He trusted that each year the members 
would be able to say they never saw Wil- 
liamstown more beautiful, but they could 
not do this unless they constantly exerted 
themselves to maka it more beautiful. He 
said the park was a most appropriate place 
for such a meeting, for there was the first 
settlement, there ouoe stood a fort, the 
first church was erected there and the 
park itself had been endowed by Cyrus 
W. Fiald, who took a great interest in the 
beautiful village. From the spot could be 
seen what many are pleased to team the 
"Golden Gate," the opening in the moun- 
tains through which the Hoouao river 
passes into Vermont, and it was the only 
point on Main street from which could be 
seen Mt. Anthony, near Bennington, Vt. 
Dr. Bascom said the society ought to do 
enough each year to inspire every mem- 
ber with courage and enthusiasm, but not 
enough so that they would tire of the 
work. The society, he said, had exerted 
a strong influence in favor of street light- 
ing and was a harmonizing force socially. 
It was not snobbish, and whoever thought 
such to be the case was laboring under a 
misunderstanding. It desired to enlist all 
in its good work and to get them to do 
something to further beautify the village. 


The American people, continued the 


speaker, have less capacity for combined 
action than any other paople so far ad- 
vanced. The reason for this is our in- 
tense individualism. In Individual ac- 
complishment no nation can compete 
With the American people, hut we are 
lacking in combined effort. The Village 
Improvement society demands combined 
activity. As cities fail of good local gov- 
ernment because their citizens do not 
stand together for it, BO this society will 
fail.if it fail atall.for the lack of combined 
action. We must in our work chow that 
we care not only for our own, 
but 


for all, and must 
make the vil- 


lage inviting to all. The benefits to be 
derived from sucn unselfish co-operation 
are even greater than the superficial im- 
provement to our village, binding us to- 
gether as it will in self-denial and com- 
mon effort for the public good. 


Following a selection by the band 


CUnrle* S. Cole 


was Introduced. After a few humorous 
remarks as to how he came to bo on tbe 
list of speakers he gave a few reminis- 
cences to show how the village appeared 
before any specific work bad been done 
to beautify it, speaking of the time when 
every dooryard was inclosed with a fence 
and very little pains waa taken with tbe 
lawns and trees. All that, he said, was 
natural and therefore beautiful, but we 
have advanced since those days, and| 
while the natural beauty was great, tbe 
Village Improvement society 
has im- 


proved upon it and our town is now more 
beautiful than ever before. This work, 
Raid Mr. Cole, is valuable as an educator- 
it is an education—and should arjpeal to 
us all. The attempt to keep the streets 
free of wast* paper by the erection of re- 
ceptacles is a step in the right direction. 
We can enlist the children in this work, 
and the child who engages in it will be 
slow to throw waste paper in the streets. 
In this way we may soon have a genera- 
tion that will fully appreciate 
clean 


streets and abstain from littering them. 
Mr. Cole recommended free membership 
to children who will take an interest in 
and do what they can to to help forward 
the society's work. This village is ours. 
Its beauty is ours, and that beauty is no 
bought ana sold with real estate. 
It be- 


longs to us all and we should teach our 
children that we all share in these things 
beyond the consideration of dollars and 
cents. We should also remember that we 
have different tastes and not be too criti- 
cal of what others do. Mr. Cole closed his 
remarks by saying be thought it would be 
a good idea to enlist the school children in 
the work of village improvement. 


Tbe band rendered another selection 


and then 


Kcv. R. A. Robinson 


of Norfolk, Va., who is supplying the 
Congregational church pulpit for a month, 
was called upon. He responded pleasant- 
ly, speaking enthusiastically of the beauty

THE COUNTY JAIL 


What Northern Berkshire Jurors Found 


at the Institution. 


S 
By vote of grand jury in session for thi 


term of court Henry A.Tower,S.A.Hickox 
and Elmer E. Dutton were empowered to 
draw a report on condition of "Our County 
Jail." It is as follows: 


"The grand jury visited thia institution 


at 9 a. m. Wednesday, July 14, and made 
a thorough inspection. They found some 
changes since their last report; one of the 
most noticeable was the large addition to 
the library. We find by inspection a neat 
tidy appearance throughout the jail. We 
find a great improvement in the cooking 
department. On the item of coffee alone 
there is a saving to the county of from 
$300 to $400 a year, and better satisfaction 
to the prisoners, the coffee being bought 
in the kerrial and ground as usual. 


"What we stated before in our last re- 


port we desire to repeat of the excellent 
progress pertaining to baths. We find 
the new bathing system works admirably 
and is giving perfect satisfaction. 


There are now about 120 inmates which 


is a large per cent, above the general av- 
erage. Our observations (we trust to be- 
lieve) is that the inmates are prooerly 
cared for, having no complaints but many 
compliments bestowed upon the officers 
of the institution, and, we would suggest 
to the citizens of our county when visiting 
our county seat, to visit this institution.

IN TROUBLE AGAIN, 


Barnard 
Haggerty in 
Court 
This 


Morning for Disturbing the Peace. 


Bernard Haggerty, who many weeks 


ago entered a house on West Main street 
where Mrs. Eliza Mulcahey was watching 
by the bedside of a dying person and 
brutally beat her with a pick handle, is in 
trouble again. 


At the time Haggerty was arrested for 


breaking and entering and assault with a 
dangerous weapon, and the case was con- 
tinued from time to time in the district 
court until a few days ago, when a hear- 
ing was had and Haggerty was held for 
the grand jury in $5,200 bonds on both 
complaints. He gave ball and at the sit- 
ting of the grand jury in Pittsfleld this 
week he was indicted.

Haggerty appeared on West Main street 
in an intoxicated condition and made a 
great disturbance by his loud outcries and 
threats against Mrs. Mulcahey, who wef 
greatly frightened and sent word to tbe 
police station. Captain Farrow responded 
and took Haggerty into custody. He was 
locked up and in court this morning 
pleaded not guilty to the charge of dis- 
turbing the peace. He asked fora con- 
tinuance and the bearing was set for Sat- 
urday, July 24.

DAMAGED BY FLOOD, 


The Hoosac River Overflows Its Banks 


and Does Serious Damage. 


Never before has this valley been 


visited by such an overflow of water from 
the Hoosac river at this time of the year, 
The way in which it has flooded the 
meadows between this city and Zylon'te 
in Adams is surprising:. The Srst serious 
damage is at the Humphrey Anthony 
farm in Adams, opposite the Zylonite 
depot. Here about 10 acres of meadow 
land is badly washed. The river again 
overflowed its banks at Hodge's farm, 
near Moray's crossing at Hoosac Valley 
park, and rushed over his meadow, across 
the road that leads from the east to the 
west road, and through the lower side of 
Oscar D. Cook's farm. Tbe water took 
its course in the river at the railroad 
bridge opposite the city poor farm, but 
only for about 50 yards, when it again 
burst over the banks and flooded all the 
land west of the main river from W. A. 
Ballou'a farm to the raise in the meadow 
opposite the Whipple lime kilns on South 
State street. At this place it settled, and 
at present there is a small lake with an 
area of about 20 acres. Here may be seen 
floating about large cocks of hay which 
•had been made and ready for tbe barn. 
In tbe places where the grass was still 
standing it is now all lodged and is a coir- 
pressed mass of dirt and grass which will 
be useless for the harvester. The dam- 
ages in these places will surely amount to 
about fTOO, there being more than 70 ton8 


of hay spoiled.

Leaves a Letter For His Wife Saying 


His Body Can't Be Found. 
Some 


Poison is Missing. Left His 


Home Before. 


The whereabouts of Alden T. Hyde of 


Pittsfleld, who disappeared from his home 
Monday, remains a mystery. A breakman 
on the Boston & Albany road reports that 
yesterday a man answering in some par- 
ticulars Hyde's description boarded his 
train near Dalton and asked to be allowed 
to ride to this city. The fellow acted as if 
he didn't care to be seen, and inquired of 
the brakeman whether anybody had been 
missed from Pittsfield. The breakman put 
him off and discovered at Chester that he 
had boarded the train again; he was again 
put off, and when the train pulled into 
West Springfield ho was seen to leave a 
cattle car, having reboarded the trauj. 
Hyde has relatives in Spnnglield, and it is 
thought by some that he may have been 
the man the breakman speaks of. 


He lelt a letter for his wife, in which he 


seated that he had determined to commit 
suicide and added that it « oukl be useless 
to look for his body, as he had selected a 
secluded spot some months a™o in which 
to kill himself. 


The box of paris green which n« bought 


Monday night was found yesterday in the 
Journal composing-room. It had been 
opened and 4J ounces of the poison are 
missing. It has also been learned that on 
the same day he went into Currier's drug 
store and asked for corrobive sublimate, 
but there being no registered clerk in at 
the moment he was told that there was 
none in stock. All ot these circumstances 
lead to the theory of suicide, but those 
who know him best cling to the idea 
that he has wandered off in a, fit of tem- 
porary insanity and that he will be found 
alive. 


This supposition is strengthened by the 


fact that Hyde left his his home in Penn- 
sylvania about four years ago under pre- 
cisely the same circumstances and finally 
returned all right. He was then treated 
for mental trouble and came out of it ap- 
parently all right. A Pittsfleld physician 
who knew Hyde say she is convinced that 
the man became deranged over some- 
thing; that he purposely declared his in- 
tention of committing suicide to throw 
his friends off the track, and that he is 
the victim of a peculiar mental disease.
